worse, the extreme 
changes

perature also affect the tree and suck 
its life away. 
In some 
cases 
such 


conditions are produced as encourage 
the development of fungi or other ene-

to plant life. 'Nature 
guards 


against this by laying down each au- 
tumn a layer of leaves to mulch her 
forests or solitary pets. 


Nature invariably does two things 


when 
she tries 
to grow a tree—she 
protects, the bark 
from hottest sun- 


shine -and 
the 
roots 
from 
severe 


changes 
of temperature. 
Both these, 


points are almost Invariably overlook- 
ed by man. 
Observe a maple or elm" 
or birch as it shoots 
from the ground.' 


Its sides are clothed all the way with 
small twigs unless removed by knife 
or browsing. 
Any tree starting in an 


open lot is thus protected 
from the 
sun. 
Otherwise the extreme heat will 


rupture cells, and the bark will dry 
and 
split. 
As.far as possible 
there 


must be equal development of cells on 
all sides of the tree. 
But care of the 


roots ia even more important.

paints, though the oldest, was not the 
only method 
known to. the ancients. 


The 
Greeks 
and Romans 
especially 


practiced encaustic 
painting. Encaustic 


plaints were made 
of clarified bees- 


wax, with which, when melted, pig- 
ments were mixed. 
These paints were 


applied hot with brushes 
or spatulte, 


and when cold they were given a glazed 
surface by holding a torch or a hot iron 
near them. 
The hot iron was called 


the "cauterlum." 


The use of paint brushes is of great 


antiquity. 
But as late as the fifteenth 


century Itwas customary to apply var- 
nish by smearing iton with the fingers 
or with a bit of sponge, 
as 
the var- 


nishes 
then 
used were too viscid to 


flow well witha brush and could be put 
on more thinly and evenly withthe fin- 
gers.

poisoned. 
In a wasps' 
nest 
each 
forager on returning pro- 


ceeds directly to the queen and offers 
refreshment 
Consequently 
the queen 


is sometimes 
destroyed by slowly act- 
ing poison. 
Further as regards 
wasps, 
it is observed 
that when any larvte 
not recently fed perceive the queen re- 
ceiving food they become restless.

nearly grown they wag their heads In

way, which plainly con- 


veys a demand 
for a share.

The Hungarian 
government

Bell any part of its forests, 
but buys 


more each year. In some parts of the 
country, as inthe eastern region of the 
Carpathians, 
woods are found of sev- 


eral thousand 
acres in extent, cousist- 


Ing for the most part of red beech. 
This Is used 
for firewood, carriageai 


staves and agricultural implements and 
in the 
manufacture 
of bent 
wood. 


There are few fires, and they seldom 
permanently damage the woods. 
There 


are large resinous 
forests in Transyl- 


vania, but they are not very accessible^ 
and there are also some in the district 
of Marmaros, in the northeast 
of the 


country. 


Hungarian Forests.
